Steward Harry Borchert are unable to 
say just how much chance he has for 
recovery. The bullet went through the 
right lobe of the liver and li Imbedded 
In the muscular tissues of the bai k. It 
la likely the man will die. 


Otto Simon, who fired the shot, has so 


far evaded the efforts of the police to 
make him n. prisoner. 
He fired three 


shots- at Allseits at close range, and one 
of which grazed his 
left 
shoulder the 


third one going wild. 


MAKES A STATEMENT.

Hospital to a TRIBUNE reporter this 
morning, the wounded man said that he 
had gone to Lorin to attend a New Year's 
celebration given at the engine house 
there by tbe Volunteer Fire Department. 
In this connection he said:

His friends are inclined to the belief 
that Mr. Studley met his fate as a martyr 
to humanity, by rushing to the relief of 
the Imprisoned pleasure seekers, when 
he discovered their condition, in passing 
thc'fcene of the holocaust and being then 
caught in a place from which he could 
not extricate himself.

M. De Wolf of this city. He then went 
for four years to a theological seminary 
in Boston and for the past four years 
has acted as pastor of Asbury

Church of Chicago, where he also filled 
the position of president of

AU 
Strangers' Church. 
Mr. Studley led In his studies- and tn 
whatever species of work he engaged In. 
He was one of Dr. McCllsh's "boys." and 
In him, the celebrated divine saw the 
rultlon of earnest effort and lofty as- 
pirations. The unfortunate young 
man 
enjoyed the same position In the esteem 
of Rev. Dr. .Dllle. of the First M. E. 
Church of this city, and-indeed of all who 
inew him. 
His widow, whose portrait appears -in 
very loving posture in this issue of 
THE TRIBUNE, with that of the 
ceased, was a clergyman's helpmeet in the 
true scnsf of the word.

fete in Paris are modern instances of 
lack nf' precaution. Fire in a crowded 
theatre produces a panic and an in- 
describable scene of horror and death 
results. 


It appears that the asbestos curliln 


caught In rolling down and failed to 
perform the office fnr which it v.-as 
intended—namely, preventing 
flames 


being communicated from the staee to 
the auditorium. This suggests a fault 
somewhere. 
Under no 
circumstances 


should anything be allowed to get out 
of order in a densely crowded theatre 
in which spectacular pieces requiring 
the use of a vast amount of inflnm- 
mable material are being presented. 


Such presentations should only :be 


made under the specific direction of an 
officer of .the fire departemnt clothed 
u'ith the authority to compel stiiui 
compliance with lire ordinances imcl 
regulations. Such an office!- would see 
to it that the .stage- machinery and lire 
hope are In working order. 
Had such 


an officer been stationed in the Iro- 
quois Theatre, it is more- than likely 
that yv'cilnesr.kt\v's Hideous cMastro]>he 
would have been averted.

AN INCONSISTENCY. 


"In passing I desire to call attention 
to a glaring inconsistency which Is ap- 
parent here and there on the other 
side, but which haa evidently escaped 
the notice of those who are afflicted 
with it. It is this: Some of my friends,, 
like the Senator from Nevada, oppose 
this treaty, presumably on the Rr°«n<j 
that it will expose certain productive 
Industries of the United States to ser- 
ious competition and hence to injury. 
"Yet, on the other hand, they be- 
lieve that Cuba should be a part of 
the United States, and would support 
a movement to bring her under the 
American flag. Were this done, what 
would become of the protection to the 
great American industries they are 
now so anxious about—sugar, tobacco, 
and citrus fruits? Would not free su- 
gar, free tobacco, and free oranges fce 
far more disastrous than the slight 
reduction of tariff on those products 
as provided by the treaty we are con- 
sidering? It seems to me that the ad- 
vocates of annexation would be more 
consistent if they insisted that the 
proposed reductions were not sufficient 
to give that measure of prosperity to 
Cuba and ourselves which they must 
have in view when they favor the 
hoisting of the American flag over 
that islar.d. 
BENEFICIAL RESULTS OF RECI- 


PROCITY. 


"If there is any doubt as to the af- 
fect of reciprocal reductions In tariff 
on the exports of the United States to 
Cuba one has only to turn back to the 
time of James G. Blaine, whose theor- 
ies of reciprocity-were adopted by the 
Republican party and by it developed 
in practice. 
Reciprocity with Cuba 
under the terms of the tariff act of 


• 1891 went into effect in September of 
that year, and It will be interesting 
and Instructive to see what was the 
affect 
upon 
our export trade with 


Cuba. These exports from 1888 to 1890 
averaged about $11,000,000 per year. In 
1S91, 
which had only four months^ of 


reciprocity, 
$12,000,000. 
when reciprocity was in full swing, 
showed exports amounting to $17,953,- 
670, and the next year, 1893, to $24,- 
157,698. Our exports to Cuba doubled 
in two years. 
"In view of these figures and those 


of succeeding years which told anoth- 
er story, there is no wonder that the 
Republican national convention of 1896 
condemned the repeal of the reciproc- 
ity measures by the Democratic party 
as a 'national calamity.' And in the 
platform which was then framed it 
demanded the renewal and extension 
of the reciprocity provisions of the 
tariff act which embodied Mr. Elaine's 
Ideas on that subject. 'Protection and 
reciprocity,' sail the platform 'are 
twin measures of Republican policy 
and go hand In hand. Democratic rule 
has recklessly struck down both aria 
both must be re-established.1
